cause once you start "regulating" _ 
there is no end to it—and sooner or i 
later the politicians would be run- j 
ning the business instead of the | 
owner. 


You might ponder those words, 


uttered many 
years 
ago, in the 


light of today's multiple regula- 
tions and business annoyances. For 
much of the trouble that private 
business is having with 
govern- 


ment now is due to the fact that 
some operators took It upon them- 
selves to do a little 'law-making" 
instead of tending to their own af- 
fairs. 


For instance, they compromised 


their individual business positions 
by advocating and lobbying for so- 
called "fair trade practices" laws, 
seeking to fix prices and to restrict 
competition. Once begun, this was 
a trend that inevitably led us into 


! our present quagmire, of feden.' 


regulation. 


And we were treated to a fine bit 


of irony last Friday when the fed- 
eral Ofice of Price Stabilization or- 
dered a cut-back of 2 cents 
per 


package of cigarettes in Arkansas 
—a direct thrust at the Arkansas 
fair trade law, Act 101 of 1951, 
which had frozen cigarettes at their 
present high level. 


We had strayed so far from the

U.S. Steel Calls 
Wage Demands 
Inflationary' 


New York, Feb. 4 (/P)— Benjamin 


F. Fairless said today his United 
States Steel Corporation could meet 
wage demands and holds it present 
prices — but this would result in a 
60 per cent reduction in its federal 
income tax payments. 


Fairless added that such a wage 


increase, 
if allowed

throughout American i n d u s t ry, 
could result in a net loss to the
